The City Building Surveyor 
told Council Altona had three 
qualified scaffolding inspec- 
tors. and added that he felt 
this arrangement ensured the 
administration of regulations 
was close to the people con- 
cerned’ thus minimising in- 
convenience. 

“Local Government admin- 
istration of scaffolding inspec- 
tion provides an_ effective 
force of approx. 378 scaffold- 
ing inspectors throughout the 
State, who by combining this 
duty with their duties as 
building inspectors, have a 
continuing knowledge of the 
types of buildings being erect- 
“ed, their rate of progress and 
times when scaffolding in- 
spections are required,’ the 
Building Surveyor told Coun- 
cil, 

“Tt now appears that fhe 
Department of Labour and In- 
dustry considers that safe 
working from scaffolding is 
similar to safe working fac- 
tory premises, and seeks to 
take over the existing Scaf- 
folding Regulations together 
with the powers to modify 
and promulgate new regula- 
tion and their, administration 
throughout the State. 

“Tt appears likely that the 
Department of Labour and 
Industry would employ 15 to 
20 inspectors. hoping to give 


the same State-wide coverage | 


as 378 part-time Inspectors, 





New 
Automatic 
Exchange For 
Altona . 


The  Postmaster-General, 
Mr. Alan Hulme, has advised 
Dr. J. F. Cairns, M.P., that 
on Sunday at approximately 
8 a.m., modern type automa- 
tic equipment, comprising 
2,600 subscribers’ lines, came 
into operation in the new 
telephone exchange building, 
located at 53A Blyth Street, 
Altona. 

All Altona subscribers’ ser- 
vices were transferred to the 
new equipment. 

The new solid brick build- 
ing was erected by J. A. 
Hutchinson, of Essendon, at a 
cost of $75,500, and can be ex- 
tended to meet development. 

Design and _ construction 
was arranged by the Com- 
monwealth Department of 
Works, from functional data 
and plans submitted by the 
Post Office. 

Simultaneously with the 
transfer, all Altona (398) sub- 
scribers gained access to Sub- 
scriber Trunk Dialling (STD), 
enabling direct dialling of 
trunk calls to places such as 
Sydney, Canberra, Brisbane, 
Adelaide, Hobart, and, in fact, 
to over 1,000 centres through- 
out the Commonwealth. 

The Post Office is under- 
taking a publicity campaign 
to ensure that Altona sub- 


scribers are fully conversant‘ 


-with the new facilities.

Mr. G. Shanahan, Mc- 
Arthurs Road, Altona North, 
wants Altona Council to take 
action on cars parking on 
vacaut land near the Altona 
North Pest Office. 


Mr. Shanahan also asked 
that the ‘No Standing” zone 
in McArthurs Road, in front 
of the high school, be policed 
more often. He asked that a 
“No Standing” zone be 
created on‘ the north side of 
McArthurs Road _ between 
Duke Street and Borrack 
Square, to eliminate the- haz- 
ard caused by parked trucks.

PINE TREE IS 
ROTTEN 


Parts of the old pine tree 
removed from the corner of 
Pier and Queen Streets were 
too decayed to justify preser- 
vation treatment, Mr. R. C. 
Simmons, City Engineer, told 
Altona Council last week. 


He said a section measuring 
84” was cut from the tree 
at the request of the Histori- 
cal Society. It was planned 
to treat this with a wax solu- 
tion to prevent cracking be- 
fore the condition of the wood 
was discovered. 

“A sample of sound timber 
from a section of the trunk 
about eight feet above ground 
level, measuring approxi- 
mately 3’6 has also been 
cut,” he said. “It is recom- 
mended that the Historical 
Society be advised that the 
two sections are being kept 
moist to prevent cracking 
pending a decision by the So- 
ciety concerning the preser- 
vation of either of the sec- 
tions.” 

The butt of the tree will be 
placed at the Lindwood 
Avenue kindergarten as ‘a 
children’s plaything.

The company told Altona 
Council last week that some 
time in the past it gave per- 
mission for drainage from the 
inlets to enter its main out- 
fall sewer, which connects 
the oil separator to the skim- 
ming and settling ponds in 
the southern part of the tank 
farm. 

“These gutter inlets do not 
have seals to prevent odours 
and vapors from the hot ef- 
fluent drifting back up into 
the roadway area, thereby 
giving rise to occasional com- 
plaints from motorists passing 
atong this section of Koror- 
oit Creek Road,” the com- 
pany told Council. “ 

“A further point is that the 
discharge of the Kororoit 
Creek Road gutter run-off inte 
our effluent system is adding 
an additional load to the sys- 
tem, particularly during 
heavy rains. 

“This is the period when 
maximum capacity is re- 
quired to ensure our facili- 
ties adequately treat the ef- 
fluent and provide an accept- 
able discharge into Kororoit 


Creek.

pollutants are in fact dis- 
charged into a stream for 
which it is responsible. 


It is from this difficult 
position that the Board over 
many years has had to 
negotiate with Petroleum 
Refineries (Australia) Pty. 
Ltd. to bring its effluent up 
to the required standord and 
this has now been achieved, 
other than in times of heavy 
rain. 

The Board looks forward 
to the enactment of new 
legislation. to contro! water. 
pollution and to its powers 
being increased to enable it 
to deal more effectively with 
industries not meeting their 
obligations with regard to 
the preservation of the en- 
vironment.
